Monday's snow covers Casey County, 
makes roadways hazardous/nearly impassable'

The words “treacherous” 
and “nearly impassable” were 
what local weather officials 
were using to describe Ken¬ 
tucky road conditions after 
a foot of snow blanketed the 
area on Monday 
By noon, Casey County 
was covered by a four-to-five 
inch white blanket of snow, 
leaving most of the main 
roads under white-out condi¬ 
tions. 

Casey County Judge-Ex¬ 
ecutive Randy Dial declared 
a state of emergency in the 
county at 6 p.m. 

Crews work to scrape the several inches of snow that fell on Monday off of the Liberty Square Shopping “It makes it possible for 
Center parking lot. The majority of businesses in Liberty closed Monday due to inclement weather. us to get resources from the 



state such as the National 
Guards and other resources,” 
Dial said, adding Gov. Steve 
Beshear had already declared 
a state of emergency. 

Dial said on Tuesday that 
for the most part, things went 
smoothly the day before with 
only a few “glitches.” 

“We had a few glitches get¬ 
ting the ambulances around 
where they needed to go. But 
for the most part, it surprised 
me how well things went. 
Most everybody was pretty 
understanding,” Dial said. 

Businesses in Liberty 
closed early, with virtually 
everything along Wallace 
Wilkinson Boulevard shut 
down well before dark. 

But one business that never 
closes is Casey County Hos-

Restaurant tax could 
generate $120k annually

The deadline for the first 
wave of revenue from Lib¬ 
erty’s new restaurant tax 
has passed and it looks like 
the city will have about 
$120,000 annually for in¬ 
frastructure projects. 

Liberty City Council 
passed an ordinance in De¬ 
cember that assessed a 3 
percent tax on diners eat¬ 
ing in local restaurants and 


on shops that prepare and 
sell ready-to-eat foods. 

Figures obtained from 
City Hall on Monday show 
that 16 businesses paid 
$9,581.90 for the period 
Jan. 1 to Feb. 15, with the 
15th of each month being 
the filing deadline. 

Mayor Steven Brown 
said that this figure didn’t 
reflect what Pizza Hut sub¬ 
mitted, which he was told 
was mailed on Friday. 

However, the way 


the ordinance reads, tax 
amounts from each busi¬ 
ness are not available so 
as to not divulge monthly 
sales figures. 

According to Kentucky 
law, the money generated 
by the tax will be gov¬ 
erned by a volunteer sev¬ 
en-member tourist and and 
convention commission 
appointed by Brown. The 
commission will be audit-

In other actions, the 
council: 

■ Agreed to spend 
$ 1,200 toward the purchase 
of a thermal imaging cam¬ 
era for Liberty Fire Depart¬ 
ment. Councilman Nicho¬ 
las Scott, who also serves 
as the Assistant Fire Chief, 
told council members that a 


$3,200 grant from the Ken¬ 
tucky Fire Commission 
would pick up the major¬ 
ity of the $4,400 cost. The 
department’s current ther¬ 
mal camera is more than 10 
years old. 

■ Voted to contribute 
$500 to Liberty-Casey 
County Chamber of Com¬ 
merce to help pay for ad¬ 
vertising for a job fair to 
be held at the Central Ken¬ 
tucky AG/EXPO Center on 
March 31. 

“We’re going to bring 
employers from within the 
county and also some re-

CCPL facing big 
hit in lawsuit

A lawsuit before the Ken¬ 
tucky Court of Appeals could 
cripple services currently 
being offered at the Casey 
County Public Library. 

“If the litigation goes 
through it would make a dire 
situation here. Your library 
could close its doors,” said 
Jan Banks, Head Librarian 
at CCPL. 

A group of taxpayers in 
Kenton and Campbell coun¬ 
ties are challenging the way 
in which the state’s libraries 
set their tax rates. 

Banks said that the issue 
centers around which state 
law public libraries use to 
set their tax rates. 

“The plaintiffs say that li¬ 
braries should not have been 
using the provisions set out 
by HB44, a method used 
for decades by libraries as 
special taxing districts and 
under the advice of the Ken¬ 
tucky Attorney General,” 
she said. “The provisions 
of HB44, which was passed 
in 1979, requires special tax¬ 
ing districts to hold a public 
hearing, subject to recall, if 
they raise their rate more 
than 4 percent. Instead, they 
(the plaintiffs) say libraries

are not considered under that 
umbrella and should have 
been using KRS 173.790, 
which requires a petition for 
any change in tax rate,” she 
said. 

After it was ruled in circuit 
court in favor of the plain¬ 
tiffs, the case, on appeal, 
came before the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals, who’s 
expected to issue a ruling 
sometime this month. 

Based on figures obtained 
from Casey County Prop¬ 
erty Valuation Administra¬ 
tor Eric Brown’s office, the 
current tax rate of 8.7 cents 
per $100 of real property 
and 15.5 cents per $100 of

Part of the explanation for 
the calls and questions is that 
I’m older than dirt. It really 
pains me to admit it. Also, I’ve 
got a weird memory. My sister 
will tell you I remember stuff 
that is so unimportant that it 
shouldn’t be remembered. It’s 
called trivia, folks. 

My cousin, Ruby Wells 
Nicholson, was bom in 1910 
(she’ll be 105 in May) and she 
can still tell you where every 
building, every business, and 
every home (and who lived in 
each) were in Yosemite from 
the time she was a little girl 
until she moved away. Beulah 
Douglas Milbem, who is over 
90, is another with a wonder¬ 
ful memory of Casey County 
and she is an excellent story¬ 
teller and writer. Then there’s 
Earl Randolph, long-time em¬ 
ployee of The Casey County 
News, who can tell you about 
everybody, name their chil¬ 
dren and dogs, and quote their 
genealogy through at least four 
generations. I am a mere piker 
compared to these three.

Elliott and their daughter (later 
Luther and Ruby Snow and 
their kids lived there); across 
from the Perkins house lived 
Homer and Anna Short; next 
to the Perkins house came 
Mayme Whipp, her sister 
Martha Carrier, and Mayme’s 
grandson; next to them lived 
an old couple named Ashby; 
my family came next in the 
house (on the southwest cor¬ 
ner of the College Street and 
Short Town Road intersec¬ 
tion) and Dr. C.B. Creech’s 
office was next to us. Miller 
Funeral Home was next to 
his office. Across the street 
on the northwest comer of 
Lynn and Short Town lived 
Miss Betty Royalty; in the 
next house was Annie Wilson; 
next was Selecta Taylor; next 
came Cephas and Julie Green 
Frederick; next came Preston 
and Ruth Miller and their two 
children. Back on the south¬ 
east comer of Lynn and Short 
Town were Matt and Pauline 
McWhorter and their son and 
daughters and Pauline’s aunt, 
Carrie Shoemaker.

We had Dr. and Mrs. Creech 
across from his office; Mr. 
and Mrs. Lester Short and 
their two sons (later in the 
same house we had Clifford 
and Chloe Short and their two 
daughters); Mae Harmon and 
her son and daughters; Dick 
and Lynn Young; Alph and 
Chelsie Luster; Jeter and Beu¬ 
lah Frederick; Cyms and Bea 
Godbey and their sons; the 
Watsons and their two sons; 
Bob and Louise Elliott and 
their two daughters; Minnie 
Tapscott; the Wesley Ward- 
rips; the Frank Joneses; Her¬ 
man and Marguerite Jones 
and their daughter; Ralph 
Hammonds; Farris and Maiy 
Royalty and their son Harold 
and Ruth Short; Bro.

Please make up your 
minds on nutrition 


Sometimes I think we’ve 
lost our minds, yes, all of 
us. 

So-called experts, who 
want to advise us on every¬ 
thing from food to finances, 
can’t seem to decide what’s 
true. 

Take for instance the lat¬ 
est “expert advice” about 
cholesterol. 

For years, doctors were 
told that eggs, red meat 
and butter were bad for the 
human body because they 
raised cholesterol levels. 

“Eat no more than 3 eggs 
per week,” they said. And 
look at items on grocery 
store shelves which have 
written in bold letters on 
the box — “No Choles¬ 
terol.” 

People were also told to 
limit red meats and dairy 
along with doctors’ advice 
to take medications if cho¬ 
lesterol numbers were high. 
What’s a high number? 



Used to be, any number for 
total cholesterol under 200 
was considered good. Not 
anymore. 

The American Heart As¬ 
sociation now says 180 is 
optimal and medical per¬ 
sonnel now use a ratio for¬ 
mula to test the HDL and 
LDL levels in the blood. 
Let your doctor explain it 
to you. 

What irks me is this has 
changed again, with the 
federal government basi¬ 
cally lifting the warning on 
foods containing choles¬ 
terol. 

The Dietary Guidelines 
Advisory Committee, a 
group within the United 
States Department of 


Health and Human Servic¬ 
es that provides the scien¬ 
tific basis for the “Dietary 
Guidelines,” now gives the 
green light on eating eggs, 
dairy and red meat. 

Since the egg, red meat, 
and butter eating scare 
arose in 1961, the USD A 
states that egg consump¬ 
tion has fallen from 421 
eggs per person per year in 
1945 to 250 in 2012. 

The medical community 
said that eating egg yolks 
and fatty foods raised cho¬ 
lesterol levels, thus causing 
heart disease. 

And what about butter? 
Margarine and shorten¬ 
ing became the rage in the 
1960s as lard and butter 
was kicked out the door 
for these so-called healthy 
alternatives. 

Anyone remember when 
eating an egg white omelet 
was healthier than a regular 
omelet? I do, and it tasted 


like, well, it wasn’t good. 

I was out at Davenport’s 
Grocery in Labascus the 
other day and bought a 
one pound can of “grease,” 
pure good old-fashioned 
lard. Nothing better in the 
world for frying eggs or 
cooking hamburgers. 

What’s natural about 
margarine or shortening? 
Nothing. It’s artificial and 
also doesn’t taste very 
good. 

So, go ahead and eat your 
eggs, meat, butter, and lard, 
but only on the advice of 
your doctor, depending on 
what he or she believes. 

I’m not dispensing coun¬ 
sel because I no longer 
know what’s true when it 
comes to what one should 
eat. 

But eggs, with research¬ 
ers changing their tune 
about them, I’m smiling, 
because who has egg on 
their faces now?

Can a story be 'too true to tell1 


Thanks to my boyfriend, 
on Valentine’s Day I finally 
got to see a movie I had 
been dying to see - Kill the 
Messenger. 

The movie portrays the 
true story of Gary Webb, 
a staff writer for the San 
Jose Mercury News who 
uncovered a truth that no 
one was willing to accept. 
In his 1996 article, “Dark 
Alliance,” Webb revealed 
how the CIA ignored drug- 
traffiking in South Central 
Los Angeles and other U.S. 
cities in the 1980’s. 

At first, Webb was met 
with back-slapping success 
and as a writer, he briefly 
enjoyed his big story - a 
story that mattered a lot, to 
a lot of people. 

He wasn’t the first - in 
the mid 80’s, two AP re¬ 
porters revealed the same 
truths about the Reagan 
administration’s “war on 
drugs” and its failure, 
which spread drug-addic¬ 
tion and incarcerations 
across America’s low-in¬ 
come communities. 

Like Webb, they were 
attacked by main stream 
media (MSM), discredited 
by the Justice Department 
through fake press releas¬ 
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es and even worse - like 
Webb, they were met with 
a passive public audience 
more willing to accept their 
government’s denial over a 
truth that vilified it. 

Webb’s victory dance 
didn’t last long after the 
MSM unleashed. The take¬ 
down of Webb began with 
The Washington Post’s ar¬ 
ticle, “The CIA and Crack: 
Evidence is lacking of Al¬ 
leged Plot; Nicaraguans 
Had Limited Role in Bring¬ 
ing Drug to U.S. Cities.” 

The L.A. Times went as 
far as putting together a 
“Get Gary Webb Team” of 
17 journalists. 

Kill the Messenger 
shows how quickly MSM 
buried Webb’s story by 
making him the story. 

Eventually, everyone 
turned their back on Webb, 
including his paper’s exec¬ 
utive editor, Jerry Ceppos, 
who published a column 
apologizing for Webbs’ se¬ 


ries nine months later. 

Webb was demoted and 
in Dec. of 1997 he re¬ 
signed. 

In 1998, a CIA report 
was released, confirming 
that the CIA withheld infor¬ 
mation about contra crimes 
and drug-trafficking alle¬ 
gations, and even ignored a 
narcotics-for-arms trade. 

Although the truth did fi¬ 
nally come out, it never set 
Webb free. Far more con¬ 
cerned with the seductive 
“news worthy” Clinton/ 
Lewinsky scandal, main 
stream media ignored the 
CIA report that could have 
revived the man and career 
they destroyed. 

A prominent scene in the 
movie for me was Webb’s 
“Bay Area’s Journalist 
of the Year” acceptance 
speech, in which he recalls 
the first story he ever wrote: 
“I believed I had joined a 
secret guild of reporters 
that day. I thought my job 
was to tell the public the 
truth - the facts, pretty or 
not - and let the publishing 
of those facts make a dif¬ 
ference in how people look 
at things, at themselves, at 
what they stand for. But 
shame on me. This is the 


only thing I ever wanted to 
do and for awhile, a long 
while, it was an honor.” 

Webb was never able to 
make a living as a journal¬ 
ist after that and in 2004 
he was found dead in his 
apartment, shot twice in the 
head. His death was ruled a 
suicide. 

There is one scene from 
Kill the Messenger that I 
know will stick with me 
forever - Webb meets with 
a D.C. insider who warns 
him that following the con¬ 
tra story was a very dan¬ 
gerous road. Webb says to 
the man, “It’s a true story” 
and the man replies, “Some 
stories are just too true to 
tell.” 

But like me, Gary Webb 
disagreed. He never once 
apologized. The truth needs 
no apology, only attention. 

One of the last sentences 
Webb ever wrote was in 
a letter to his wife: “Tell 
them I never regretted any¬ 
thing I wrote.” 

It’s because of that 
sentence that I can sleep 
soundly tonight, knowing 
that despite it all, despite 
everything they did to him 
and his career, Gary Webb 
never really let them win.

pital, where nurses and other 
medical staff scrambled to 
find different ways to get to 
work. 

Kelly Hughes, a nurse in 
the Emergency Room, lives 
in Junction City and was 
scheduled to work the night 
shift. 

“Mayor Steven Brown and 
Councilman Nick Scott came 
to Junction City and took me 
to the hospital. 

“I was shocked. That was 
awesome. I didn’t expect lo¬ 
cal officials to come get me,” 
Hughes said on Monday 
morning at The Bedford Inn, 
where she’ll spend the day. 

Despite the lightweight 
and generally fluffy nature 


of the state’s first substan¬ 
tial snow storm, county road 
crews were still having trou¬ 
ble keeping up with the rate at 
which it was falling. 

Dial said that with almost 
500 miles of roads in the 
county, and with only seven 
trucks to scrape and salt the 
roads, it’ll take time to get to 
everybody. 

State roads on Tuesday 
morning weren’t much bet¬ 
ter. 

According to a press release 
from the Kentucky Transpor¬ 
tation Cabinet District 8 in 
Somerset, road crews assem¬ 
bled Sunday night in prepara¬ 
tion for the winter storm. 

“Crews are finding it to be 
a challenge in clearing state 


highways during this recent 
event. While crews report 
that the snow is easily plowed 
it is falling at such high vol¬ 
ume that roadways are quick¬ 
ly becoming recovered once 
plowed,” the release states. 
“As of 10 a.m., all state routes 
remained snow covered.” 

With 18,000 tons of salt, 
salt spreaders and more than 
100 snow plows, District 8 is 
responsible for maintaining 
more than 5,000 lanes miles 
throughout ten Kentucky 
counties, including Casey. 

With a heavy layer of snow 
already on the ground by 
nightfall, Chief District En¬ 
gineer Bmce Neely warned 
drivers that roads would 
most likely remain covered 


in snow. 

“If current weather predic¬ 
tions and forecast hold frue 
motorists can expect snow- 
covered roads as salt is less 
effective in lower tempera¬ 
tures,” Neely said in the re¬ 
lease. 

The high temperature for 
Liberty on Monday was only 
18 degrees and with cold air 
blowing the windchill made it 
feel like it was 4 degrees. 

The National Weather Ser¬ 
vice office in Louisville is¬ 
sued a winter storm warning, 
which remained in effect un¬ 
til 1 a.m. Tuesday morning, 
calling for up to two inches 
of snow per hour Monday 
afternoon and a total accu¬ 
mulation of 12 to 16 inches of 


snow across the South Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky region. 

The winter storm could end 
up being a record snowfall 
for many Kentucky regions 
according to the weather ser¬ 
vice. 

Kentucky Utilities 

As of Tuesday morning, 
only 250 Kentucky Utilities 
customers across the state had 
experienced power outages, 
according to Cliff Feltham in 
Lexington. 

“We’ve done very well 
and I’m not aware of any out¬ 
ages in Casey County,” said 
Feltham. 

According to Feltham, 
it’s not really the snow that 
causes problems for utility 


workers, unless it is particu¬ 
larly heavy. 

“If it’s heavy snow some¬ 
times that can cause issues 
but this isn’t heavy snow, 
this is fluffy stuff,” he said. 
“Fluffy is good for us. Heavy 
depth is not necessarily good 
for us because it takes a while 
to get where we need to do 
work.” 

Feltham said the real chal¬ 
lenge comes when KU cus¬ 
tomers put a heavy demand 
on the system by using elec¬ 
tric heaters and other appli¬ 
ances to generate heat. 

“We’ll be watching the to¬ 
tal consumption, especially 
toward the end of this week 
when temperatures drop be¬ 
low zero,” said Feltham.

personal property would be 
rolled back to the 1980 rate 
of 3.5 cents per $ 100 on real 
property. 

What that means, Brown 
said, is a difference, and 
loss, of about $260,000 an¬ 
nually based on projected 
tax income for 2014. 

However, there’s an ad¬ 
ditional financial hit the li¬ 
brary would take. 

“The library district 
could be expected to re¬ 
fund $260,000 per year for 
up to 3 years. Think about 
operating and maintaining a 
business or even your home 
today using a 1970’s figure,” 
said Terry Manuel, Division 
Director for State Library 
Services in Frankfort. 

As to what that loss of 
income could potentially 
mean for CCPL, Banks 
wasted no time in spelling 
it out. 

“It is unlikely that we 
would be able to stay open 
at all, but if we could, a 61 
percent reduction in revenue 
would greatly reduce hours, 
both on the bookmobile and 
in-house, reduce staff, se¬ 
verely restrict programming 
for all ages including our 
children and young adults, 
and drastically curtail elec¬ 
tronic assess,” Banks said. 

Even if the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals rules in 
favor of the plaintiffs, an 
appeal to the state Supreme 
Court would be likely, 
Banks said. 

If that fails, there is an 
avenue the library could 
pursue that would leave the 
funding at current levels. 

“We could circulate a 
petition to collect signa¬ 
tures from enough people 
to equal 51 percent of the 
number of people who vot¬ 
ed in the county in the last 
general election in order to 
keep the existing tax rate or 
a rate necessary to maintain 
our current level of service 
while staying viable and 
valuable,” Banks said. 

And that, she said, is 


something she believes the 
citizens of Casey County 
would support. 

“I firmly believe the value 
of the library is embedded 


into our community and 
culture, and that the popula¬ 
tion, as co-owners of the li¬ 
brary, will continue to fully 
support it and what it offers. 


We have a great track record 
of services and opportunities 
that are offered to everyone 
in the county, as well as sol¬ 
id community support and 


trust of our many efforts. 
Regardless of the outcome 
of the current lawsuits, I 
am confident the citizens of 
Casey County will do what 


is necessary to avoid cutting 
the library services and ma¬ 
terials that they enjoy and 
upon which they have come 
to rely,” she said.

Bedbugs still a problem

Brenda Brockman’s mother-in-law has 
been a resident at Jackson Towers, an as¬ 
sisted living facility. That facility, she said, 
is likely one of many that is or has been in¬ 
fested with bedbugs. 

“Everything they’ve had their whole lives 
they’ve had to throw away,” said Brock¬ 
man. 

She said she’s called, and has been called 
by, people at the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development. 

Janean Hall, in-oflice counsel for the 
Campbellsville Housing Authority, also 
confirmed that Jackson Towers has had bed¬ 
bug problems in the past. The Campbells¬ 
ville Housing & Redevelopment Authority 
manages Jackson Towers, located on Clem 
Haskins Boulevard. NDC Real Estate Man¬ 
agement, Inc., out of Pittsburgh, Pa., owns 
the facility. 

“These units have all been treat¬ 
ed and continue to be treated and 
monitored for bedbug activity,” 
Hall said. “Multiple unit and particularly 
multi-story apartment buildings are very 
difficult to treat for bedbugs, as methods 
that can be utilized in single dwellings are 
not as effective for multi-story units.” Hall 
couldn’t say specifically which other places 
in Campbellsville and elsewhere have had 
bedbug problems but noted that it is wide¬ 
spread and certainly isn’t limited to Camp¬ 
bellsville. 

“The Housing Authority has had a pest 
control policy that specifically addresses 
bedbugs in place since 2013,” Hall said. 
“Bedbugs are a widespread problem 
throughout the country. This is not a new 
problem. They are everywhere.” 

Brockman says the problem al¬ 
most certainly isn’t limited to Jack- 
son Towers, or even Campbellsville, 
but is a problem all across Kentucky. 
“I don’t even think I’ll sit down at the doc¬ 
tor’s office,” Brockman said. 

Brockman said Danny’s Termite & Pest 
Control out of Lancaster, Ky., handled the 
bedbug situation at Jackson Towers. Hall 
said Jackson Towers continues to use their 
services for preventative treatments for all 
pest issues. 

Danny Cain with Danny’s Termite & Pest 
Control told the News-Journal that he is “le¬ 
gally not allowed” to say anything about the 
bedbug situation, as he is bound by a con¬ 
tract. 

Valerie Dykes, environmentalist at the 
Taylor County Health Department, said that 
while bedbugs are a nuisance and can cause 
a rash, they don’t pose much of a health risk 
per se. 

It can cost an estimated $2,000 to rid an 
average home or apartment of bedbugs, and 
even then exterminators generally offer no 
guarantee of success. 

“This is something people need to know 
about if they want to buy used fiamiture,” 
said Brockman.

Lady Rebs learning from district play adversity

For the last two weeks 
Coach Todd Claunch has 
been preparing the Lady 
Rebels for the first game 
of districts but an unfamil¬ 
iar Boyle County defense 
caused problems for Casey 
on Feb. 10 and they lost, 
48-40. 

“This loss hurt a little 
more than others because it 
was a game that, if we had 
showed up and played one 
of our average games, it 
(would have been) a win,” 
Claunch said. 

Setting up in a 2-3 de¬ 
fense, Claunch said Boyle 
County was able to get 
into the heads of his play¬ 
ers. The Lady Rebs were 
never able to get comfort¬ 
able attacking in their man 
offense. 

“I see it as a positive, 
facing a different defensive 
look,” he said. “The more 
adversity we face in these 
last two weeks will make 
us better prepared. We just 
have to stay positive, learn 
from our mistakes, and 
realize that when facing 
adversity, working even 
closer as a team is how we 
beat it.” 

Casey shot 30 percent 
from the floor, with a better 
percentage from the three- 
point line than the two- 
point range. 

They also shot 67 per¬ 
cent from the foul line, 
which Claunch said was an 
unusual low for the Lady 
Rebs. 

Turnovers were another 
issue for the girls, but they 
won the rebounding game 
with 35 total. 

Christin Terry put up 
double digits against Boyle, 
with 14 points and 3 assists. 
Both Tiara Cochran and 
LaShaya Carman swiped 8 
rebounds. 


Other players who 
scored included: Gena Cra¬ 
vens, 8; Cochran, 6; My la 
McGowan, 3; Carman, 1; 
and Brenna Hayes, 1. 

East Jessamine 

The loss at Boyle Coun¬ 
ty wasn’t enough to keep 
the Lady Rebels down and 
on Feb. 12 they answered 
with a “W”, beating East 
Jessamine, 58-45. 

This was a game Claunch 
said was one that he knew 
the Lady Rebs would have 
to be physically and men¬ 
tally tough to win. 

“East is a much im¬ 
proved team from the last 
couple of seasons,” he said. 
“They have challenged 
Mercer this season for the 
top spot in that district, los¬ 
ing to Mercer twice by four 
points.” 

Casey started the game a 
little timid but stepped up 
their intensity as the game 
progressed. 

Winning the boards, 
28 to 25, Casey held their 
turnovers to only nine, with 
four assists and eight steals. 
They also improved their 
percentages at the foul line 
by 10 percent, shooting 77 
percent overall. 

With 18 points, Terry led 
the Lady Rebs in scoring, 
shooting 50 percent with 
seven rebounds. 

Carman led in rebounds, 
with nine and Lakken 
Miller held her turnovers 
to zero. Cochran, who also 
put up double digits with 
15 points, had three assists 
and three steals. 

Other scoring players 
included: Kyra Eads, 5 
points, 3 assists, and 3 re¬ 
bounds; Miller, 11 points, 
six assists; Allison Dall- 
man, 2 points and 3 re¬ 
bounds; and Cravens, 2. 


Mercer 

Facing the number one 
team in the region on Val¬ 
entine’s Day, the Lady 
Rebels never gave up the 
fight against Mercer Coun¬ 
ty. Despite getting within 
two points in the fourth 
quarter, the Lady Rebels 
were forced to take a loss, 
77-69. 

“This was a game that 
worked me and it also gave 
the ladies an opportunity to 
display the mental tough¬ 
ness that is required to win 
the district,” Claunch said. 

That mental toughness is 
what Claunch believed the 
Lady Rebels had to have 
when playing a state ranked 
team, number one in the re¬ 
gion, on their court, and on 


their senior night. 

“Our ladies going into 
that game, not only knew 
this, but knew their coach’s 
daughter was a senior play¬ 
ing on the opposing team,” 
he said. 

From the beginning of 
the season, Claunch said 
the Casey girls knew he 
was going into that game to 
win it, but he also realized 
that it made it that much 
more of a difficult game 
for them. 

Claunch jokingly blamed 
Coach Souder, his broth- 
er-in-law, for intention¬ 
ally distracting Casey with 
foam footballs. 

“He tried to break our 
focus by giving us little 
foam footballs to throw 
out to our fans while player 


announcements were be¬ 
ing made. Who throws 
footballs out at a basket¬ 
ball game?” Claunch said, 
laughing. 

Mercer was very hospi¬ 
table to the Lady Rebels 
and fans. 

“Our fans and theirs 
made it a great atmosphere 
to play in,” he said. 

Still, Claunch would 
have enjoyed it just a little 
more if the score was re¬ 
versed, he added. 

A few Mercer players, 
who the Lady Rebs were 
not expecting to shoot so 
well, threw the Lady Rebs 
off with good first-half 
shooting. 

“(That) threw a wrench 
in our defensive plan and 
we went out at the half 


down 17,” Claunch said. 
“But we never gave in or 
up, we made some adjust¬ 
ments defensively and of¬ 
fensively at the half. Have 
to give credit to the ladies, 
they came out in the second 
half and took it to Mercer 
offensively.” 

The Lady Rebels were 
able to get within two 
points in the later half of 
the fourth quarter but Mer¬ 
cer made some changes in 
their press defense, result¬ 
ing in three quick turnovers 
that led to points for them. 

“We found ourselves 
down 11 late, without 
enough time to win it,” 
Claunch said. 

Casey shot 56 percent 
from the floor, 59 percent 
from the two-point range, 
and 50 percent from the 
three-point line. 

Going 17 for 19 from the 
foul line, the Lady Rebs 
won the boards, 29-19, with 
11 assists and six steals. 

“We can say turnovers 
(21) cost us a “W” in this 
game,” Claunch said. 

Cochran led Casey in 
points with 23, shooting 54 
percent from the floor and 
going 6 for 6 at the free- 
throw line. Cochran also 
had 4 assists and 3 steals. 

Carman put up 15 points, 
shooting 86 percent from 
the floor and going 3 for 3 
from the foul line. Carman 
also had 9 rebounds. Shoot¬ 
ing 40 percent, Miller put 
up 11 points. 

Other scorers were Terry, 
8; Eads, 5; Cravens, 5; and 
McGowan, 2.

Senate clears lottery horse racing game bill 


A bill authorizing the Ken¬ 
tucky Lotteiy to begin selling 
a game of chance based on 
the results of live horse racing 
cleared the state Senate today. 

“There is no secret that our 
signature horse race industry 
has experienced serious de¬ 
cline over the last two decades 
due to the lack of exposure,” 
said Sen. Julie Raque Adams, 
R-Louisville, who sponsored 
the legislation, known as Sen¬ 
ate Bill 74. “Even in Kentucky 
it is not readily accessible. On¬ 
line wagering does not reach 
beyond the committed horse 
player, and most Kentuckians 
do not live near a race track... 


55 

For $2, players would re¬ 
ceive one ticket containing 
three numbers randomly se¬ 
lected by a computer, Adams 
said. The winner would be de¬ 
termined by the outcome of a 
predetermined horse race. 

“Senate Bill 74 is a new in¬ 
novative way to engage in the 
lottery, promote one of our sig¬ 
nature industries and help Ken¬ 
tucky students,” Adams said in 
reference to the fact state lotteiy 
proceeds go toward education. 

Of the $2 lotteiy play, $1 
would go to the lotteiy cor¬ 
poration. The remaining half 
would go into the track’s pari¬ 


mutuel pool, with the track 
taking its customaiy cut or 
takeout rate. The lottery win¬ 
ner would receive whatever 
the exotic wager pays at the 
track plus a bonus payoff that 
would be determined by how 
many lottery players hit the bet. 
Representatives of the Ken¬ 
tucky Thoroughbred Associa¬ 
tion, Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association and 
Thoroughbred Owners and 
Breeders Association all testi¬ 
fied in support of the SB 74 
on Tuesday before the Senate 
Committee on Licensing, Oc¬ 
cupation and Administrative 
Regulations. 


While no such hybrid lottery 
game is offered in North Amer¬ 
ica, EquiLottery CEO Brad 
Cummings has developed 
one that he has been trying to 
sell to state lotteries across the 
country. He has testified at least 
twice before legislative com¬ 
mittees in recent months about 
the proposed game, named 
EquiLottery. 

CummingssaidthatEquiLot- 
teiy’s cut, based on $25 million 
in annual Kentucky-based rev¬ 
enue from the game, would be 
$250,000-$500,000 for patent 
rights and administrative costs. 
The bill now goes to the state 
House for consideration.

said Director Josh Switzer, 
adding that special empha¬ 
sis will be placed on the 
benefits of hiring veterans.

ed annually to ensure the 
monies have been spent 
according to the law. 

“I expect to have that 
done by the next city coun¬ 
cil meeting (March 11). 
Because we don’t have a 
restaurant or hotel com¬ 
mission, I’ve been check¬ 
ing with the Kentucky 
League of Cities on the 
protocol for that,” Brown 
said. 

As to what projects the 
revenue can finance, the 
law is very broad. 

In an Aug. 12, 2012 rul¬ 
ing, Kentucky Attorney 
General Jack Conway’s 
office stated that “restau¬ 
rant tax revenues may be 
applied to any project that 
promotes tourism and is in 
the public interest, which 
may include such things 
as paying off municipal 


bonds for a hotel or motel, 
or street and sewer im¬ 
provements.” 

Brown said that although 
the Commission will make 
the final decision to where 
the money goes, he does 
have some ideas. 

“I think we should use 
it to promote tourism, ad¬ 
vertising, and things like 
that. Infrastructure things 
like sidewalks would also 
be good since some of our 
sidewalks date back to 
WPA days,” Brown said, 
referring to the Works 
Progress Administra¬ 
tion, created by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1930. 

Still, business owners 
have only met token resis¬ 
tance from customers. 

“There’s been some 
slight negative reaction to 
it. They don’t like paying 


the extra money. We’ve 
had to explain to them it’s 
nothing we are doing, it’s a 
tax being collected and we 
have to do that and abide 
by that,” said Scott Blair, 
owner of Liberty IGA. 

The store collects the 
tax based on the ready- 
to-eat prepared food sales 
from the hot bar at the deli 
counter, and not on gro¬ 
cery sales. 

Businesses that have 
paid the tax include: Dairy 
Mart, El Mexicano, Em¬ 
ma’s, Gia’s Supermarket, 
Hong Kong Buffet, IGA, 
McDonald’s, Pizza Hut, 
Shakers, Shell, Simply 
Delicious, Subway, Sweet 
Beans, Tacos and More, 
The Village Restaurant, 
Pizza Hut, and The Yum 
Zone.

Several indicted on forged check charges

A Casey County grand 
jury indicted three men on 
Feb. 9 on charges of pass¬ 
ing forged checks. 

Samuel A. Frank, 25, 
of 516 Grouse Court, Els- 
mere, is accused of second- 
degree criminal possession 
of a forged instrument. 

On Sept. 10, 2014, Frank 
cashed a check at Casey 
County Bank drawn on 
the account of Tri County 
Feeds for $3,443.27, court 
records state. 

Brad J. Callinan, of Lib¬ 
erty, was also indicted on 
a charge of second-degree 
criminal possession of a 


forged instrument. Court re¬ 
cords indicate that on Feb. 
18, 2014, Callinan cashed 
a check at Casey County 
Bank for $447.12, drawn 
on the account of Lake 
Cumberland Consumer 
Direct Option Program in 
Russell Springs, and pay¬ 
able to Jacob L. Durham on 
an account at First National 
Bank in Russell Springs. 
Callinan is also charged 
with first-degree persistent 
felony offender. 

Additionally, Christo¬ 
pher Lowell Cochran, of 
Liberty, was indicted on 
two counts of second-de¬ 
gree criminal possession 
of a forged instrument. 
The indictment shows that 


on Aug. 20, 2014, Co¬ 
chran cashed two checks 
from Scott Coffman’s ac¬ 
count for $100 and $150 at 
Casey County Bank. He is 
also charged with second- 
degree being a persistent 
felony offender. 

Cochran was also in¬ 
dicted on a charge of theft 
by unlawful taking, auto, 
$500 or more but less than 
$10,000 and second-degree 
being a persistent felony 
offender. On Dec. 4, 2014, 
Cochran took a 1999 Ford 
F-550 rollback wrecker 
owned by Darrell Mondie, 
causing $3,854.70 in dam¬ 
ages to the wrecker. 

In other indictments: 


■ Micah D. Roberts is 
charged with first offense 
first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance, meth, 
and possession of drug par¬ 
aphernalia, stemming from 
an arrest on Nov. 25, 2014. 

■ Gregory Boyd Co¬ 
chran faces charges of first 
offense first-degree posses¬ 
sion of a controlled sub¬ 
stance, meth, and posses¬ 
sion of drug paraphernalia, 
third-degree possession of 
a controlled substance, first 
offense DUI with an ag¬ 
gravating circumstance of 
refusal to submit to testing; 
operating a motor vehicle 
while license revoked or 
suspended, and disregard¬ 
ing a stop sign, all on Dec. 


3,2014. 

■ Francina K. Neal, aka 
Francina Sparks, was ar¬ 
rested on Nov. 26, 2014 
and now faces charges of 
first-degree promoting con¬ 
traband and second-degree 
being a persistent felony 
offender. Neal is accused 
of attempting to smuggle 
three-and-one-half Sub- 
oxone pills into the Casey 
County Detention Center. 

■ Shannon Renee 
Lawhom, aka, Shannon 
Renee Brown, was in¬ 
dicted on charges of re¬ 
ceiving stolen property 
$500 or more but less than 
$10,000. Court documents 
state that on Oct. 10, 2014, 
Lawhom had in her posses¬ 


sion a stolen 2006 Honda 
350 ATV valued at $3,400, 
$150 in rolled coins, and 
blank checks belonging to 
Jeff Crew. Lawhorn is also 
charged with first-degree 
being a persistent felony 
offender. 

■ Jason Elvis Luttrell 
faces charges of public 
intoxication, first offense 
first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance, meth, 
and possession of dmg par¬ 
aphernalia, arising from an 
arrest on Nov. 20, 2014.
